“ That the problem is now 
more 
acute than ever," said Mr. Coolidge, 
“ is partly due to the high wages paid 
by the munitions plants, which draw 
thousands from their regular occupa­ 
tions, 
thus 
greatly 
shortening 
the 
supply of labor available to meet the 
rapidly increasing demand of the or­ 
dinary industries. 
High pay also lins 
perm itted many men to take 
their 
w ives out of the factories, and, in 
addition, large numbers have 
been 
enabled to marry, thus further de­ 
pleting 
the 
ranks 
of 
the 
women 
w orkers. 
“ Another peculiar circumstance is 
that many workers, especially wom­ 
en, now 
getting much higher 
|»ay, 
cannot he induced to work full time 
since they can earn sufficient for their 
w ants by working only part time.” 
T a k in g on New Men 
Mr. Coolidge cited the case of a 
dye plant in which 1945 people were 
hired during the year to keep up a 
force of about (IOU. 
Form erly the proportion of illiter­ 
ates am ong the men in this plant was 
about I per cent,” he said; "now it is 
11V2 per cent.” 
He also cited an investigation of 
twelve typical factories iii six differ­ 
ent states showing that resignations 
and hasty dismissals had required tile 
engagem ent of more than 22,000 new 
em ployes within the year and caused 
a net w aste in money of more than 
$800,000. 
“ When you consider that it cost:? 
anywhere from fifty to two hundred 
dollars to break in ii new man." he 
added; “ when you count tile damage 
to tools, machinery and materials and 
the slower production of beginners, 
it should be easy to imagine the mil­ 
lions of dollars lost every year from 
unnecessary hiring and bring.”

workers to obtain better living con­ 
ditions. 
Conditions Unpleasant 
“ The fact that neither bonuses nor 
high wages are sulficlent," said Mr. 
Coolidge, "to Iic>l«l the workers when 
they reccgni “ elsewhere cither con­ 
ditions more to their advantage is 
shown by an Ohio city in which a 
number of munitions factories sprung 
up. 
“ The 
town 
had 
been 
subsisting 
mainly on 
the 
payroll 
of a 
large 
manufacturing plant employing 5,009 
workers under ideal conditions 
Hie 
eight hour day, sanitary, well lighted 
workrooms, good lunch for 15 cents, 
moving pictures in the noon hour. etc. 
Many of th*' workers were attracted 
at flrsl by the munitions plant. 
Pres­ 
ently. however, the men who had left 
began to apply for 
their 
old 
jobs 
again. 
“ They said tHey had been forced to 
work in dark rooms and wanted to 
get hack to light, cheerful surround­ 
ings. 
Still others said they could not 
stand the long overtime and Sunday 
work. 
Others had had time to con­ 
template tie possibility that the bul­ 
let fat tories might soon have to c l o s e 
down. 
In all only 250 of the 5,000 
were drawn away permanently.

Bryan Urges Production 


The letter from Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Houston to W illiam Jennigs 
Bryan, read at Santa Ana Chautauqua 
yesterday, by Bryan follows: 
“Dear Mr. Bryan: 
I am inclosing a 
copy of my statem ent to the Senate, 
Marked ‘A.’ 
This statem ent contains 
the suggestions of the departm ent of 
lines of activity and of legislation 
which seems necessary to deal ade­ 
quately with the problems of food pro­ 
duction, distribution and conservation. 
I would especially ask you 
to 
read 
carefully what is said about organiza­ 
tion, handling of the labor situation 
and distribution. 
In 
reference 
to 
price-fixing, I would suggest th at you 
m ake it clear that all we ask for now 
is that the governm ent have power to 
deal with this m atter, so th at 
pro­ 
ducers will be assured of a reason­ 
able return. 
The object of this is to 
stim ulate production and to remove 
from the mind of the farm er the ap­ 
prehension th at he will lose if condi­ 
tions should change. 
W hether it will 
be necessary or not to fix such a pre­ 
mium price, of course. I cannot say. 
It probably would not be necessary to 
fix a minimum price except for a very 
few staples, such as, 
for 
instance, 
wheat or potatoes. 
It is not suggest­ 
ed that a maximum price be to pro­ 
ducers of farm products. 
This fact 
ought to be made clear. 
The sugges­ 
tion regarding a maximum price has 
reference to the possibility of ‘cor­ 
ners’ and 
upw arranted 
speculation. 
The authority would enable the gov­ 
ernm ent to prevent this to some ex­ 
tent. 
To Get the Data 
“You will note also the suggestion 
that the departm ent be given author­ 
ity to get facts about the food situ­ 
ation at any particular time, to know’ 
the amount, its location and its own­ 
ership. 
It is essential for the nation 
to have this information in this em er­ 
gency and it would be well for It to 
have power to get It in norm al times 
as well. 
We are increasingly giving 
out 
information 
to 
the 
farm ers 
through the M arket News Service, and 
it is highly desirable th at it should 
be accurate. 
At present we have no 
power to check the returns. 
W hat 
we get is given voluntarily. 
This is 
good as far as it goes, but it does not 
go far enough. 
It is also im portant 
to have this information in order that 
we may judge w hether or not individ­ 
uals are m anipulating the m arket. 
It 
would include full and accurate re­ 
turns from packers, elevators, 
stor­ 
ages and so forth. 
“You will also notice the suggestion 
that the departm ent be given power 
to license 
and 
supervise 
agencies 
handling foodstuffs. This would be an 
additional aid to the departm ent in 
promoting 
orderly 
and 
economical 
distribution, and in preventing manip­ 
ulation. 
“I would suggest th at you call a t­ 
tention to these things especially to 
show that the governm ent recognizes 
the bearing of just distribution 
on 
produce, and its determ ination to im­ 
prove distribution. 


Women’s Part 
"You could dwell with very marked 
effect on the wisdom of morality of 
economy and on the great part that 
women can play, not only in produc­ 
ing som ething (this would apply es­ 
pecially to the women in 
rural 
dis­ 
tricts), but 
also, 
especially 
among 
the well-to-do, in 
conserving 
food 
through household methods, preserv­ 
ing, drying and canning fruit and so 
forth, and in the elimination of waste. 
Boys and girls can also render great 
service. You know th at we now have 
an arm y of 300,000 In the different 
clubs—poultry, 
pig, 
canning, 
etc. 
and 
tills army could be greatly in­ 
creased. 
"A central thought which you might 
emphasize is the need of organization 
and co-operation among farm ers in the I 
different communities. This spirit and j 
course we have persistently urged for ! 
four years. 
I regard co-operative ac­ 
tion among the farm eis in different j 
areas as essential for the solution, not \ 
only of many problems of production, I 
but also of distribution. Tile co o p er-! 
ation should center upon a few spe­ 
cial problem s confronting the farm ­ 
ers. 
They may co-operate to produce 
particular types of standards of pro­ 
ducts In their communities, and to 
prom ote economy in the purchase of 
supplies, in securing m arket news, 
which enables them to ship to advant­ 
age, in the handling and packing of 
their products, and in securing rea­ 
sonable transportation rates, through 
shipm ents in carload or broken carload 
lots. 
I am simply 
suggesting 
these 
things by way of Illustration. The indi­ 
vidual farm er is a t a great disadvant­ 
age in these m atters. The average 
farm is conducted on a very 
small 
•male. The average cultivated farm in I 
the United States is only a little over j 
seventy acres, and in some parts of 
the country, especially in the so u th .' 
not over thirty-five acres. 
Clearly, i f 1 
the nation is to have the benefit of sat­ 
isfactory and economic production and ! 
distribution of farm products, there j 
m ust be organization along those lines. 
Need Organization 
“The present emergency emphasizes 
the need cf promotive effect organiza­ 
tion for such purposes. At this time 
particular consideration should be giv-j 
en by such bodies to the selection of I 
seed, especially to the recuring of I 
seed stocks for next year, and to m ak - 1 
lag sure that the labor rem aining on \ 
the farm s in any given district is fully ' 
utilized and that any deficiency 
in 
any area may be made up by surpluses 
from another. Even in a given com- j 
munity, the load comes at 
different 
times on different farms, and co-opera­ 
tion m ight be useful in labor direc­ 
tion in very small areas. 
“I am also sending you some mem­ 
oranda m arked ‘B.’ which may be use­ 
ful. I shall forward, as 
rapidly 
as 
there are any new developm ents here, 
such m aterial as may be of service to 
you.

How to Use "Left Overs" and Save 
Fuel and Labor at the Same Time 
WASHINGTON. 
D. 
CV. Way 2.— 
Numerous palatable combinations 
of 
two or more food materials which can 
be prepared by the housewife with 
but little trouble in themselves will 
supply the major part of a well-chosen 
meal. 
Stall combinations should be 
used very frequently to simplify and 
make more economical the serving 
of a rational diet for the family, say 
specialists of the I’. S. Deportment 
of Agriculture. 
Combining left overs 
into a palatable dish, for example, ef­ 
fects a considerable saving in mate­ 
rial. in fuel, and in the labor of pre­ 
paring meals and of cleaning cooking 
utensils and dishes. 
Good use thus 
is made of food which might other­ 
wise be wasted, when one dish is pre­ 
pared, cooked, and handled. Instead of 
several. 
The character of any one of the 
daily meals should be determined by 
that of the other meals that are 
served. A light breakfast and a light 
supper or luncheon, for instance, usu­ 
ally make desirable a heavier dinner. 
In some families the preference may 
be for a hearty breakfast and dinner 
and a very light supper, and so on 
through a considerable range of in­ 
dividual tastes, 
lf the meal is to he 
a light one, the combination dish to­ 
gether with the bread 
and 
butter, 
which usually accompany American 
meals, may he all that is wished, 
lf 
the combination dish forms the 
cen­ 
tral part of a heartier meal, it is in 
accordance with our usual food cus­ 
toms to serve with it. in addition to 
bread and butter, such foods as garden 
vegetables, fruits (fresh or cooked), 
and simple desserts. 
Good planning 
necessitates in the principal meals of 
the day such variety as has been sug­ 
gested, in order that ail the varied 
nutritive substances which the body 
requires may be supplied. 
The following are some suggestions 
for a few of the many nutritious com­ 
bination dishes which may be pre­ 
pared without too much trouble from 
staple food materials and common 
“left overs." and for other foods which 
can accompany them to make a well­ 
rounded meal. 
Every housekeeper, of 
course, will have a special liking for 
certain dishes and combinations. 
Some Typical Combination Dishes and 
Foods Served with Them to 
Make Rational Meals 
Spaghetti or macaroni or rice cook­ 
ed with tomato, onion, or green pep­ 
per. and cheese, or cheese sauce, 
served with white, graham, or whole­ 


wheat bread, and butter, urn! stewed 
or sliced fruit and simple cookies. 
Boiled rice baked (scalloped), with 
minced left over meat, chipped beef, 
or fresh or canned fish, served with 
bt*ef, dandelion, or other greens, dres­ 
sed with peanut, olive, cottonseed, or 
other table oil, with vinegar and lemon 
juice enough to flavor the dressing, 
and wheat, corn, or rye bread and 
honey. 
Boiled rice scrambled with eggs, 
served with a 
succulent 
vegetable 
such as stewed tomatoes, canned corn, 
green peas or beans, and bread and 
butter, and nuts and raisins or other 
dried fruits. 
Green (teas and canned salmon with 
white ti. e. thickened milk) sauce, 
served with corn bread and sirup. 
Meat pie (meat from inexpensive 
cuts) or fish pie with flour or potato 
crust, served with turnips, carrots, 
onions, or parsnips, aud biscuits and 
butter, with jam or jelly or hot choc­ 
olate. 
Mashed potatoes with creamed cod­ 
fish (ie. cream sauce containing u 
little salt codfish), served with let­ 
tuce with oil and vinegar or lemon 
juice 
dressing, 
and 
crackers 
and 
cheese or peanut butter *Ytan(lwTches. 
Meat stew (inexpensive cuts or left 
overs), with turnips or other vege­ 
tables including left overs, and with 
rice In the stew or flour or corn meal 
dumplings; or fish chowder made from 
fresh, canned, or dried fish, crackers, 
skim milk, and onion, 
served 
with 
bread and butter, and fresh or stewed 
fruit. 
Boiled dinner, corned beef or corn­ 
ed mutton cooked with fresh vegeta­ 
bles, as jiotatoes, turnips, carrots, etc., 
served with bread and butter, and ap­ 
ple or other fruit and bread crumb 
pudding. 
Cowpeas boiled with pork and com­ 
bined vc itll boiled rice, served with a 
green vegetable or vegetable salad, 
and honey, brown sugar, maple sugar, 
or date sandwiches. 
Beans baked with pork or bacon, 
served with Boston brown bread and 
butter, and tart apple sauce and cook­ 
ies. 
Bean and cheese roast* (a mixture 
of cooked beans and cheese prepared 
and seasoned like a meat loaf), with 
tomato sauce or brown gravy, served 
with sweet potatoes, and bread and 
butter, and sliced orange and banana 
or other fruit.

"If 
secretary-treasurers shall 
be 
guided ir their relationships with as­ 
sociations along these general prin­ 
ciples, there is little prospect of this 
bank objecting to such an arrange­ 
ment as you contemplate. If the bdnk 
gives Its approval, as it does now, it 
must fee with the clear understanding 
that it will inquire into all of these 
matters to ascertain how far such an 
arrangement is of advantage to mem­ 
bers of the associations. 
"You will understand that this bank 
was pleased to discover a spirit of 
co-operative aid on your part, and our 
approval of the arrangement is predi­ 
cated upon that disposition evidenced 
in our talk with you.”

stance, The yearly payment on a loan 
of $1000 is $58.80. 
This includes the 
interest and required payment on the 
principal.
